Mr. Gonzales was even. then an out- 
spoken and fearless young fellow. It is 
related that he fell out with a prominent 
young business man, who was his equal 
in courage, and had a fight with him. 
Gonzales is said to have come out second 
best in the encounter and then chal- 
lenged his opponent to fight a duel, 

Gonzales’ brother came to see him 
through the trouble, and the affair prom- 
ised to be a very serious one until mu- 
tual friends interfered and succeeded in 
smoothing the matter over. Much sym- 
pathy is felt here for the wounded editor 
and many hopes are expressed for his 
recovery.

One 
witness, William Zorn, of Dunmore, a 
contract miner, testified that he had been 
prevented by the union from performing 
a certain contract, the driver refusing to 
furnish him with a sufficient number of 
cars. 

President Mitchell explained to the 
commission that the union regarded with 
disfavor the practice of miners in secur- 
ing certain work by proposal. In the 
first place, he said, the lowest bidder 
always secures the contract and he em- 
ploys as many helpers as he deems nec- 
essary, paying them smaller wages than 
they would otherwise receive. In many 
cases one contract miner has employed 
from twelve to fifteen laborers to do the 
work while he would act as a superin- 
tendent, pérforming no part of the actual 
mining.

HEALTH RULES 
WERE PASSED 


County Commissioners Adopt 
Strict Regulations Regard- 
ing Contagious Diseases. 


At a special call meeting of the board 
of commissioners of roads and revenues 
of Fulton county held yesterday in the 
office of Secretary Wood, Commissioner 
John B. Goodwin introduced rules. and 
regulations to prevent the introduction, 
generatign and spread of infectious and 
contagious diseasea in the county, which 
were unanimously adopted by the board. 
The rules do not, however, apply to any 
incorporated city or town in the county. 

The rules and regulations provide that 
every resident of the county shall be suc- 
vaccinated, or vaccinated a 
sufficient number of times to show that 
successful vaccination t# fmpossible, and 
that any person over 15 years old who 
shall refuse or fail to be vaccinated after 
having been given twenty-four hours’ 


| notice shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
| and shall be punished as prescribed by 
| the law of the state. 


The rules provide further that any per- 
son who is affircted with a ‘contagious or 
infectious disease shall be placed in 4a 
hospital which the county provides for 
such patients, 

Strict rules and regulations regarding 
the quarantining of persons who may be 
infected with a contagious disease were 
passed, 

The hoard ordered that 5,000 copies of 
the rules and regulations be printed and 
distributed over the county upon motion 
of Commissioner Palmer. 

No other business was transacted at the 
meeting..

It was to correct this in- 
equality that the paragraph was changed 
by the committee today. The southern 
senators have no organized opposition to 
the Cuban treaty. and there is no disposi- 
tion on their part to filibuster against 
its ratification. 

A study of the schedules shows. how- 
ever, that there are some glaring ine- 
qualities which are calculated to work 
a hardship upon that portion of the 
south that does’ business with Cuba, and 
they will do everything in their power to 
have these inequalities remedied before 
consenting to the ratification of the 
treaty. Ratification will probably be de- 
layed for some time while these matters 
are investigated and passed upon, but 
there is every reason to believe’ the 
treaty will be ratified before adjourn- 
ment. 

The senate committee agreed to report 
the Cuban reciprocity treaty to the sen- 
ate with two amendments. The first of 
these is the guarantee against a further 
reduction of the sugar tariff, which was 
adopted yesterday, and the other makes 
a reduction of 40 per cent in the reduction 
of the duty on American cattle exported 
to Cuba instead of 20 per cent, as pro- 
vided in the treaty, as it was originally 
transmitted to the senate. Senator Ba- 
con and Senator Bailey cast their votes 
against the resolution for a favorable re- 
port, but all the other votes were in the 
affirmative. 

Several other amendments suggested 
by Senator Bacon were voted down. 
Among the suggestions which met this 
adverse fate was the provision requiring 
that the treaty shéuld be submitted to the 
house, as wel] as the senate, for ratifica- 
tion. The same fate befell the amend- 
ment eliminating article 6 of the treaty 
providing that no rebate,or concession 
should be given on American tobacco 
imported into Cuba. A number of artl- 
cles in addition to cattle were suggested 
as properly belonging to schedule C, 
which grants a tariff reductfon of 40 per 
cent on American articles going into 
Cuba. One of these was turpentine, but 
this went down with the others. 

The amendment transferring cattle to 
the present per cent list was accepted, 
because of some recent changes in tre 
Cuban tariff, which led the committe: 
to the conclusion that the change wouid 
be equitable. 

The republican members of the com- 
mittee voted solidly for the resolution to 
report the treaty amd Senator Morgan, 
democrat, voted with them. Senator 
Money was absent and Senator Rawlins 
refrained from voting. 

Article 8 of the treaty was amended by 
the committee and reads as follows: 

“The rates of duty herein granted by 
the United States to the repubiic of Cuba 
afe and shall continue during tne terin 
of this convention preferentia! in respect 
to all like imports from other countries 
and in return for said preferefitial rates 
of duty, it is agreed that the concessions 
herein granted on the part of the repub- 
lic of Cuba to the products of the United 
States shall kewlse be and shall con- 
tinue during the term of this convention 
preferential in respect to like imports 
from other countries; provided, that 
while this convention is in force, no 
sugar being the product of the soil or the 
industry of the republic of Cuba, shall 
be exported from said republic to the 
United States at a greater reduction of 
duty than 20 per cent below the rates 
prescribed by the act of July &, 1897; 
and provided further, that while tals 
convention is in force no sugar shall be 
imported into the United States from any 
foreign country at a lower rate of a 
than that imposed by the act of July =% 
1897.” 

Later in the day in the executive set 
sion of tht senate, Senator Cullom re- 
ported the treaty as amended by the 
foreign relations committee and gave No- 
tice that he would call it up Monday next 
and would endeavor to secure action 
upon itat tne earliest possible day. This 
notice was in accordance with a genera 
understanding among republican sena- 
tors. The agreement also includes = 
understanding to the effect that the 
Statehood bil] will not be urged to pre- 
vent consideration of the treaty. A _— 
ber of the democratic senators will Op- 
pose ratification and the amendments 
that were voted down in committee — 
he reoffered.

Mary Parocchi, subdean of the Sacred 
college, and vice chancellor of the Ro- 
man Catholic church, died today of heart 
disease.

Mr. Tillman declared that the railroads 
are absolutely in the saddle on the coal 
question. They mine and market coal 
and fix the price, he charged, without 
regard to a solitary independent operator. 
He said it was an infamy the way the 
press of the country was prostituted and 
lending itself to befuddle the minds of 
the people and deceive them into the 
idea that the railroads are willing and 
anxious to relieve the distress occasioned 
by the coal famine, but that 
somewhere, called an independent opera- 
tor, is responsible for the present con- 
dition of affairs. The president deserves

SHE TOOK THE DOG CURE . 


The Girl Got Well, but the Poor Dog- 
gies Died. 

Providence Journal: A young girl, now 
about 15 years of age, became ill with 
nervous prostration some four years ago, 
Her illness developed so that at intermit- 
tent periods she was afflicted with more 
or less violent trembling and twitching of 
the muscles. She began also to suffer 
With periodic attacks of sciatic rheumua- 
tism and afi times lost the use of her 
lower limbs, as if in a state of partial 
paralysis. After this had been going on 
some time a pet dog came into the fam- 
ily, having been recommended, it is said, 
as a remedy. The dog was the constant 
companion of the young girl, and at night 
slept at the fuot of the bed. The dog was 
u fox terrier. 

After a time the animal began to. ex- 
nibit symptoms of bodily illness similar 
to those which affected its young mis- 
tress. It would have spells of trembling 
and shaking, and its interest in life be- 
came lackadaisical. Then its legs became 
affected and it gave every indication of 
approaching paralysis. This became more 
pronounced, until the anima] could 
searcely drag itself around and its hind 
legs were practically useless. When 
dog’s condition was seen to be utterly 
hopeless the dog officer was called in and 
the animal made its hegira from this 
world of sorrow and disease. 

The vacant place thus made was soon 
filled by another member of the canine 
race, and before long dog No. 2 began to 
fade away with bodily infirmities, and its 


4 condition soon became sucb that it finally 


died, or was killed, after exhibiting much 
the same symptoms as its predecessor. 

In the meantime the general health of 
the young gir] showed marked signs of 
improvement. Her nervous malady grad- 
ually wore away as the dogs acquired 
their fits of the shakes and paralytic 
svmptoms. More recently a third dog was 
secured, this one a mere puppy, which did 
not last long in the role of canine curist 
Lt soon developed the same peculiar mal- 
ady that had finished off the other two, 
and a few days ago Dog Officer Dean was 
called on to remove it from its sphere of 
usefulness.

A Needed Microbe. 


Denver Times: Scientists have come to 
the relief of horticulturists by importing 
bugs that eat up obnoxious bugs. Lady- 
birds are benetactresses, and other in- 
sects that have some kind of a bubonic 
plague which they communicate to grass- 
hoppers that attempt to benevolentiy as- 
similate them have been introduced in 
various parts of the country. There are 
all Kinds of ‘‘cultures’’ of bacilli, and 
toxines anal things along the order of 
vaccination. One wonders whether there 
is not a grand opportunity before the 
acientists in the sleeping sickness that is 
raging in British East Africa. The Lon- 
don Mall says: 

“The disease has now been ravaging 
Uganda for four years, an@ Dr. Low, who 
gave some information upon the question 
yesterday, estimates that 70,00 natives 
have i  aied of it, the majority of 
them within the last two years. How it 
got into Uganda cannot be discovered, 
but it is common in portions of Portp- 
guese West Africa, and may have crossed 
the continent. 

“Not less than 15,000 natives are now 
affected, and the disease is practicaily 
invariably fatal. Moreover, the disease is 
increasing in virulence in the new areas. 
The natives are so terrified that they 
move from one place to another, and 
large areas are going out of cuitiva- 
tion. 

“The ‘sleeping sickness’ first manifests 
itself in a slight change in the mental 
attitude of the victim, so slight that the 
relatives are able to perceive it before 
any one else, even a European doctor. It 
attacks both sexes and all ages. Then 
the patient becomes dull in manner, nex! 
quite stupid, with a heavy look about the 
face and swelling of the lips. A _ disin- 
clination to work develops, and the pa- 
tient lies about, taking less and less food. 
Lethargy. rather than sleepiness, is the 
outward sign. Tremors of the arms and 
tongue succeed, and finally the victim 
falls into a Comatose state, which ends in 
death.” 

This is a very serious matter, but the 
thousands of peOple who are struggling 
with chronic insomnia and the Ameri- 
canitis in its various forms will be moved 
by a spirit akin of envy. Why couldn't 
some of these somnolent microbes be di- 
luted by some scientific process ‘so as 
to work eight or nine hours out of the 
twenty-four, and bring a much-needed 
rest to suffering humanity?

Former Senator Sees in the Condition of China a 
Necessity for the Rehabilitation of Silver--He 
Proposes a New Ratio.

Washington, January 15.—Former Sen- 
ator William E. Chandgr, of New 
Hampshire, who is still a political factor 
in his state, though he has been placed 
on the retired list of congress, remains 
true to his first love—silver. 

Senator Chandler sees in the present 
complications over the Chinese indem- 
nity the necessity for the rehabilitation 
of silver. The fact that almost all na- 
tions of the world have now gone on the 
gold basis does not seem to check his 
belief thata silver should remain primary 
money, being made so under a system 
of national bimetalism. 

At Twenty to One. 

To this end, the former Senator now 
suggests the resources of vLimetallism at 
the ratio vf 20 te 1. He does this in the 
following card to the Washington Post, 
which is given a prominent place in that 
newspaper: 

“Editor Post: ‘The simple and true

“Silver is the mettaliic money of more 
than half tne numan race, ahd has beeti 
slowly sinking toward its value as &@ metal 
only and not as moncy; as gold would so 
fall if it were demonetized. Four tiou- 
sand millicns of silver is Decorming—has 
practically become—merchandise instead 
of money, which it had been from the 
Cawn of civilization down to 1873 This 
Cemontization is bringing poverty and 
distress to half the people on the givbe 
Remonctize and the misery will cease and 
China can easily pav. 

‘“Moreover, it is best for the United 
ctates to be wise in time. When the 
present bubble of fictitious capiialization

An Interesting rPoblem. 

Chinese inability to pay the indemnity. 
in view of the serious fall in silver since 
the treaty was negotiated, has brought 
up to the creditor powers a highly Inter- 
esting problem. 

China claims that she ought not to be 
compelled to pay at any other ra te than 
the one which existed when the treaty 
was negotiated. At thet time silver was 
approximately two for one. Since then 
there has been a serious decline in the 
price of silver, and as silver is the only 
money which China has, this decline 
means a great increase in the silver total] 
the indemnity. 

The United States, through Secretary 
Hay, has expressed willingness to adopt 
the Chinese view of the treaty, which in 
effect is that the indemnity shall be paid 
on the silver basis; the European powers, 
however, are insisting upon the gold basis. 
The indemnity fixed by the treaty 
was expressed in so many million silver 
taels or their equivalent. It now requires 
a good many million more taels to meet 
the indemnity as expressed in gold than 
it did when the treaty was negotiated, 
and China insists that she is not able to 
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pay. 
Would Advance Customs Duties, 


She has now advanced a proposition

which adds an interesting complication. 
She suggestg that the only way in which 
She can meét the payments which have 
been demanded on a gold basis is by put- 
ting her customs service on a gold basis. 
This would mean an increase in the cus- 
toms rates ofr from two to two and a 
half times the present rates, and it is 
believed would be verv strongly objected 
to by the foreign commercial interests 
doing business with China. 

The United States escapes this compli- 
cation by her position, which is favorable 
to the acceptance of the indemnity pay- 
ments upon a silver basis. In reply to 
the Chinese note. the secretary of state 
Says that inasmuch as we are willing to 
accept our share of the indemnity on the 
Silver basis, there is no need of increas- 
ing customs duties on American goods 
over the present rates. 

Just how the European powers will 
meet this Chinese suggestion has. how- 
ever, not yet been revealed. The impres- 
Sion in official circles here is that the 
Chinese proposition is not an unfair one. 
but it is not likely that the European 
governments which are pushing their 
trade in China will give their indorse- 
ment of the suggestion for an increase 
in the customs duties. 

May Go to Hague. 

The final outcome of this complication 
will, it is believed, be some temporary 
arrangement bearing upon the payments 
now due and the final determination to 
bring any dispute to The Hague tribunal. 
China is represented as being anxious to 
carry her case to The Hague, because 
she is anxious to avoid any display of 
force on the part of the creditor nations 
and believes her case a good one. and 
the United States also favors The Hague.

Manufactured Rubies. 

The manufacture of artificial rubies 
Which in appearance are as good as the 
natural stones is now an accomplished 
fact. A demonstration of this achieve- 
ment was given to the members of the 
Academie des Science recently. Some 
years ago artificial rubies were placed 
on the market, but a micrescopical exam- 
ination revealed the fact that the erys- 
were imperfect. The rubies mantu- 
factured by M. Verneuil, however, are 
of a superb red color and of a purity and 
sparkle equal to the genuine article. The 
cost of producing them is not a heavy 
one, so that there is every reason to an- 
ticipate that the new discovery wil! lead 
to a sensible diminution in the price of 
the formerly precious stones, says The 
London Mail. 

The rubies are obtained bv a new proc- 
ess. in which the blowptipe plays an im- 
portant part, and the stones are both 
beautiful and of a goodly size. The spec- 
imen shown Was much admired by 
savants. 
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Distressing Accounts of Famine 
in Northern Sweden 


About Thirty Thousand People Are 
Affected—Sufferers Are Living 
on Pine Bark Mixed with 
Iceland Moss—Appeal 
Made for Aid. 


1o.—Telegrams 
the distressing ac-, 
in northern Sweden. as 
About thirty 
thousand people are affected by this fam- 
ine, which extends from the sixty-first to 
the sixty-seventh degree, north latitude, 
and from the Gulf of Bothnia and the 
Russian border far .wto the interior. Thea 
starving are eating pine bark. 
which is dried, ground to powder, mixea 
with stewed Iceland moss and made irto 
a kind of famine bread. 

Coincident with the failure of the eron 
fe the extreme scarcity of fish. The 
fishermen return from their expeditions 
empty-hamied. Even ptarmigan, usually 
found in great numbers in the stricken 
district, have almost completely disap- 
peared. It is estimated that the expend.- 
ture of about $6,300,000 will 
to save the population from decimation. 
Thus far about $200,000 has been sulb- 
acribed. of which sum over $12,500 was 
sent by Swedes in the United States. 
his amount does not include the mone, 
necessary the breed of cattle 
which alone live through an arctic 
winter, or supply seed far the Spring sow 
ings. The peasants are making pathetic 
sacrifices avert the extermination of 
the hardy northern cattle. In previous 
times of scarcity good fodder was obtain- 
able by mixing reindeer moss and aspes 
bark. Now this is not available an@ fine 
ly chopped twigs of birch, willow and ash 
are substituted. The mixture js 
and fed to the cattle warm. 
found that the milk of cattle thus fe4 
leads to typhoid fever. This and other 
diseases are certain to svread unless re- 
lief is hastened. 

The situation threatens a repetition of 
the terrible famine of 1867, when 
sands died of starvation and 
fever. A special commissioner 
Swedish government, who has just re 
turned from the scene of the distres: 
emphasizes the necessity for the adoap- 
tion of immediate plans to abate the dis- 
tress. His report has caused a most pain 
ful impression, and will, it is hoped, en 
hance the national efforts to provide 
remedial measures.

A Mortgage on the Continent. 


Philadelphia Bulletin: Not long ago an 
official report stated that not less than 
half’a billion American doWars had been 
recently invested in the railways, mines, 
plantations, and factories of Mexico, It 
is now declared that a decided movement 
of eapital from the United States over 
the Canadian border was witnessed dur- 
ing the past year, and the prediction 1s 
made that within a comparatively brief 
period the amount of American invest- 
ments devoted to developing the great 
natural resources of the dominion will 
reach a very high figure. 

A few ultra-British Canadian newspa- 
pers have bewailed this tendency, just as 
they have deplored the steady increase 
of American emigration northward. It 
does not appear, however, that these ap- 
prehensions are shared in any perceptible 
degree by Canadian business men who 
are intelligent enough to, understand that 
their fairly properous but as yet unde- 
veloped country stands in urgent need 
both of yankee capital and enterprising 
vankee farmers to increase its annual 
grain and meat production. 

As a matter of fact, the flow of funds 
from this country over the frontiers oi 
Mexico and Canada 1s simply an example 
of the economic law by which abundant 
capital always seeks profitable invest- 
ment without much re ard to arbitrary 
geographical lines.

There has been a good deal of anti- 
American feeling in Cuba because of the 
failure of congregs to pass the reciprocity 
bill. Ignorant populations resemble culli- 
vated communities in one regard—ingrat- 
itude. The Cubans are no exception. 
They have forgotten San Juan aill and 
Santiago and the battle of the sea. They 
hate the Platt amendment. They think 
we have not done enough, paid enough, 
shed blood of our brothers enough for 
Cuba. Taey confidently expect reciproc- 
ity, whether it benefits America or not. 
They overcharge Americans; they blame 
us if anything goes wrong with their 
trade; in fact, we are the victims, they 
are the conquerers. One has all sympa- 
thy with a people struggling with almost 
impossible tasks. No doubt tne Cubans 
can be crushed by American laws, if our 
people so choose. But there is nowhere 
among Americans, that I can find, a de- 
sire to do anything but the fair thing to 
Cuba. It will take a long time to adjust 
the two nations to the greatly changed 
state of things, and Cuba must be pa- 
tient, as well as the United States.

people and government. Many of the 
leaders are good men and cherish only 
sentiments of gratitude and honor. No
